Austin Paimer Was Poor Writer

Ausiin Norman Palmer, originator 
of the Palmer system of handwriting 
which is in use in public schools of 
many large cities, died in New York 
after a short illness. :

He was such a poor pehman tn the 
early eighties that he was threatened 
with dismissal by his employers un- 
ess he improved according to his 
own story.

He 
adopted it, improved on it, opened a 
business college and in a few years 
schoo’s all over the country had 
adopted his system from which b 
made a fortune, 


Astronomers Solve Problem 


One of the problems which the 
Royal Observatory at Greenwich was 
unable to ubravel at the time of the 
sun's ecilpse last June has been solved 
in ordinary daylight without ald of the 
eclipse, 

Details of the experiment were dis- 
closed by C. R. Davidson, Greenwich 
astronomer, before the Royal Astron- 
omical Soblety, Mr, Davidson explata- 
ed that the problem was to observe 
‘he respective strength of the differ- 
emt calcium Ines in the blue and in- 
fraved regions of the suns atmos 
phere. 

To aecomplish this, the spectro 
graph used by Giggleswicks was set 
up in Greenwich with the necessary 
modifications. An image of the sup 
was formed by means of a fifieen- 
lunch reflector, The observations were 
hampered by wet weathéy, but the

After all, a health officer is but ono 
man. Expert in his own field as he is, 
the mere proclamation of: his appotnt- 
ment to guard the community's well- 


being and the payment of an annual 


salary does not endow him with the 
ability to perform miracles. tt is pot 
reasonable to select one man, put the 


task of. public health entirely {9 his 
hands and expect him to accomplish 
it single-handed 

His work can only be offective if ft 
is carried on with the intelligent sup 
port of every member of the commun 
ity. This involves 
basic 
words, 


education 
Principles of health. In other 

it involves creating public 
opinion. Governments can not under 
take this task. The duty of govern- 
ments is to follow public opinion, not 
to create ft. 

Public opinion must be created by 
the public itself, “by the citizens band 
ing themselvea together to work for 
the general good—a voluntary organ- 
ization. A voluntary orzanization,: 
therefore, must undertake the work of 
health education. 

To grasp the underlying principles 
affecting public health, tt is necessary; 
if one is to get to the root of the mat 
ter, to tackle the problems which are 
affecting the race as a whole, the hid- 
den causes which weaken It and un- 
dermine it. 1t ls necessary to draw the 
attention of all Canadians to these fac- 
tors, educate them against them and 
teach them how they may be avoided 
or suppressed. 

But this goes far beyond prbtic 
health as the public understands It to 
day. These factors are menial, moral, 
physical, as well as social. Good hous 
ing improves the stamina of the race, 
cuts death rates, suppresses disease 
at its source, merely by changing liv- 
ing conditions. Organized recreation 
does the same thing. So does periodic 
health examination. Divorce, crime, 
separation of parents, all the things 
which break up the home und upset 
our soc] conditions, create disease 
ang death which are unnecessary. 
And unnecssary disease and death 
in thelr turn unite to create new social 
problems. 

Mad the average Canadian a basic 
understanding of the subject, the re 
sults would commence to show, almost 
immediately, in reduced death and 
preventable disease rates and in a 
cutting down of our tremendous an- 
nual economic losses from unnecns- 
sary illness and death. It would en- 
able the members of a community to 
co-operate with their local public 
health officials In a manner which 
could easily increase the effectiveness 
of the latter many times,

Colonizing the West 


Families Are Piaced On 119,633 
Acres Of Land In Western 
Provinces 

During the first nine months of the 
present calendar year the Canada 
Colonization Association placed 464 
families on 119,633 acres of land in 
the west. There were 133 placed tn 
Manitoba on 26,810 acres; 175 families 
in Saskatchewan on 60,815 neres: 141 
in Alberta on 28,421 acres, and 15 in 
British Columbia on 3,581 acros.
